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Never before in the history of Chrysanthemum breeding have greater 
sfrides been made in rea! Variety improvement than during the past few 
years: Not. justeaitrerent colors and new names, but qualities that 
mean much to growers—harder flowers, stiffer stems and better pro- 
ducers have been the result. Pictured here are five of the newest and 
finest.

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In clean, fairly well-en- 
riched soil and with stock 
that is free of insects and di- 
sease, nothing will respond 
more easily and freely than 
will Mums of any kind. Yet, 
why the occasional failures, or 
very ordinary results? We be- 
lieve much of it is due to not 
considering Mums as seriously 
as they deserve. If you plant 
late with whatever stock you 
can pick up, chances are you'll 
get a ‘“‘catch” crop. Lack of 
foresight in the matter of 
young stock gets many Mums 
off to a bad’start. If a cost 
accounting were applied to 
most such starts, many would 
be found close to the red or 
well into it. Generally speak- 
ing, it can pretty safely be ; 
said that unless you get off to a favorable start more 
net might be made by forgetting the Mums and plan- 
ning well for an early winter crop such as Snaps, Stocks 
or Peas. Future competition from California will no 
doubt be felt; but thru stimulating our standard of pro- 
duction, or culture and there’s plenty of room to do so, 
the net result will increase the profit and value of this crop. 


SOIL PREFERENCE 


Mums do not require any particular type of soil. They 
will flourish in stiff clayey material if it is opened up with 
organic matter such as stable manure. Besides the favor- 
able life organic manure introduces, and the fertility it 
unlocks, the aeration it maintains in heavy soil might be 
more important in growth than we realize. On the other 
hand, some of the nicest Mum growth we ever enjoyed 
was made thru gravel culture. Important point about both 
is the aeration it promotes and this is a necessary factor in 
any growth. So it is clearly management of the material 
we have that counts. 

If soil is sandy it calls for organic matter to give it body 
or something that will anchor the fertility applied, which 
otherwise would leach away. If old greenhouse soil that 
has been manured for years is used, chances are that a test 
of it will indicate plenty of fertility; frequently it is too

high in nitrates and should be 
leached, preferably with hot 
water. If hot water isn’t avail- 
able, cold water will do. The 
best treatment is steaming fol- 
lowed by cold leaching. Dan- 
ger of verticillium disease on 
crop 
makes steaming necessary in 


any preceding Mum 


our opinion. 


SOIL pH 


Before we knew anything 
about pH we were sometimes 
puzzled with the behavior of 
crops. Today it becomes an 
easy matter to check on the 
acidity or alkalinity of our 
soil, and this should be done 
not with the thot of keep- 
ing the pH at a given point, 
but to prevent its getting too 
far one way or the other. We have frequently checked the 
soil of what appeared to be a perfect bed of Mum growth 
and found it varied little from neutral; but the school 
boys tell us it should be slightly on the acid side for this 
crop. When it becomes distinctly alkaline, and most soils 
tend to become so, an application of sulphur (2 Ibs. to 
100 sq. ft. of bench) will change it over. 


PROPAGATION 


This operation starts in the fall with the benching of 
clean stock plants in clean soil, and preferably raised 
benches. Reason for such benches; they expose the stock 
to better light and air; also they dry out better; and they 
are easier to work on. In the near south we should 
imagine that the ideal place for propagating stock would 
be a sash-protected outdoor frame. During open periods 
of weather they could enjoy full exposure to the air, and 
during severe weather canvas or straw over the sash could 
keep out 15-20° of frost. It is the full exposure to the 
open that gets life and vitality into frame grown stock 
plants. Thru the depth of northern winter they should be 
run quite cold and the soil rather dry or not wet enuf to 
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promote growth, idea being to permit the rest they naturally 
should have. While this treatment is not necessary, it will

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build up vitality in the stock, make no mistake about it. 
As the days lengthen, encourage the stock to wake up thru 
a little more water and heat, and you should soon be ready 
to put vigorous cuttings in the sand. In doing so, it 1s 
necessary to remove or trim back some foliage to conserve 
space, but the less removed the becter. Also, a propagating 
bed should be protected from the sun and air currents by 
the same grade of cloth used for an Aster house. We don't 
like to lay paper on cuttings, for in closely shutting out 
air, humidity is greatly increased about them, encouraging 
rot. As spring temperatures get higher they sometimes rot 
badly, due to the cuttings’ becoming soft. This is checked 
by exposing the stock plants to all possible air and easing 
off on water at the roots. 





An effort has been made to find advantages in rooting 
cuttings thru potting them unrooted in light sandy material 
instead of in the sand of a propagating bed. We do not 
deny that they can be rooted in such material if the cut- 
tings are at least moderately hard or short jointed. But 
we find this plan impractical because more space is used 
in rooting them and there is greater danger of their rotting 
than when in clean sand. The proponent of this idea even 
carries it to the point of doing the permanent planting out 
with unrooted cuttings. The principal advantage claimed 
for it is that it avoids the check the rooted cuttings receive 
in being lifted from the sand. In recent years we have 
become increasingly conscious of the weakening effect on 
plant growth by disturbance of the roots. This is more of 
a jat to most plants than might be appreciated. But trans- 
planting a Mum cutting from the sand with roots but 
a. half to an inch long has, practically speaking, no ill- 
effect worth talking about. 


RAISED OR GROUND BEDS 


Ground or deep beds are of course more economical than 
are raised beds or “tables” as some of our veteran friends 
refer to them. But—if the sub-soil is not naturally well 
drained thru being gravelly, chances are deep beds will 
not dry out promptly as they should. This might be par- 
ticularly so if the greenhouse site is flat or if at all low, 
in which case the water level during excessive rains 
might get dangerously close to the surface. It is pretty safe 
to suggest that if the sub-soil is a clayey one and the 
greenhouse site is located on such as our level prairies, or 
inclined to be at all low, which it of course should not be, 
the cost of two lines of 4 in. drain tile in a 4-5 ft. bed 
will be a very profitable expenditure. This is so not only 
for drainage but for steaming the soil; and these tiles 
have sub-irrigating possibilities and are of some aeration 
value. However, promoting the prompt drying out of the 
soil is their principal value. While 3 in. tile is sometimes

suggested and is evidently all right, we prefer 4 in. How 
deep to lay the tile depends some on the depth of good 
soil in the bed. We use 6 in. siding for ground beds and 
get the tile down 12 in. below top of siding. We find this 
arrangement works out very well for steam sterilizing and 
sub-irrigating of such deep rooting crops as Peas, but we 
do not use this irrigating plan for Mums because of their 
shallower rooting habit. Six inch deep raised beds are of 
course the safest because of the 100% drainage. They are 
also indispensable for most bedding and pot plant grow- 
ing; but for cut flowers generally, and that includes Mums, 
the well-drained deep bed is not only less costly to build 
and maintain, but top results can be had with them if 
lower soil moisture is watched carefully. 


PLANTING 


Some vital phases of Mum growing come under this 
heading. Most important one concerns the condition of 
the young stock when planted. We feel that it is a mistake 
to use early propagated stock, regardless of how it is 
handled. If it is planted in open soil, topped and later 





planted over, as it is ordinarily done, it usually gets a- 


check that frequently brings the growth to more or less of 
a standstill after planting. The same thing happens if they 
are potted and become pot-bound. Two to three weeks in 
a 21% in. pot will be all right, but—most- experienced 
growers know how easy it is to underestimate the time 
needed\to clean out the preceding crop and get ready to 
plant. We have heard growers dispute this point, but we 
know thru frequent comparative plantings that when early 
propagated stock is put out alongside rooted cuttings right 
out of the sand, the result is usually and clearly in favor of 
the unchecked cuttings. If not left in the open soil over 
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Many varieties of Pompons as well as large Mums are well suited for pot 


plant use. Not at all difficult to grow either. 


about a month and planted from it carefully, or if not in 
small pots over 3 or 4 weeks, they have a chance of coming 
along unchecked; but we’ll take our chance on the rooted 
cuttings for another reason: Handling and space the early 
propagation requires adds substantially to costs. 


But the crux of this proposition is to have enuf cuttings 
to put in the sand about 3 weeks before the beds are ready 
to plant. In fact, putting in the cuttings should be con- 
sidered as the first operation in planting. Topping quite 
eatly rooted stock of scarce or valuable varieties will in- 
crease available stock when wanted. Also timely topping 
of stock plant growth will help. Also in topping go down 


deep enuf to get a cutting and root it to make stock plants 
for later cutting. It should be easy to spread the planting 


time over a month or 6 weeks, and that should help con- 
siderably in having cuttings when wanted. 


Planting out cuttings direct should be done by someone 
who can pick out the weakest and such should be pianted 
in the outside rows. Also, we plant a few extra ones in 
the bed as possible replacements. After the first good 
watering, the development of new roots is encouraged by 
letting the soil become fairly dry before again watering. 


SHORT STEMMED POMPONS 


Every season some short stemmed pompons are met 
with in any market, and this considerably reduces their 
value compared with stock on 3-4 ft. stems. Usually this 
fault is not due to late planting but to the fact that they 
just didn’t dig in and grow from the start as they should 
have. To add water and fertility to such a condition with- 
out knowing what is in the soil will usually make matters 
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worse. By holding them somewhat on the dry side, white 
roots will develop and push them out of this condition, 
but the delayed action will count against them. But it ts 
of more importance to realize that it is usually due to a 
check to growth in the early stages. 
cuttings in clean open soil and not starting them off in 
overwet soil, there’s no reason that we can think of for 
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their not growing freely. 


SPACING 


This question is a rather vital one for commercial 
growers, for it does bear on the net results. We some- 
times get the impression that there is a tendency to over 
space, but this may be due to lack of possible growth or 
late planting. it difficult to make 
definite suggestions. However, with big standard Mums 
planted in June or early July, 8x 8 in. with 2 flowers per 
plant is standard commercial’ practice. With a 4 ft. raised 
bed this might be closed up some, say 7x 8. This spacing 
with one flower to a plant will of course produce some 
larger flowers, but they will not return as much as will the 
two smaller flowers per plant with the same spacing. For 
most retail growers the net will be still higher if at least 


These factors make 


part of the planting carried 4-5 flowers per plant, using 
the same 8 x 8 spacing. In England the tendency is almost 
exclusively toward smaller flowers and more of them. They 
are largely grown there outdoors during the summer in 
what appears to be 10 in. pots with from 12-16 flowers 
per plant. In the Paris market the bigger they are the 
better they like them, so better make it some of each size. 
Pompons we like to space 6x7, or for strong growers 
planted early 6x8 in. Top half way down at a height 
of 8 in. and carry up about three stems: no further top- 
ping is necessary. As already stated, if side growths are 
trimmed out once from about the base, this plan makes 
for longer stems because there is no waste of the plant's 
energy in making brushy blind growth. 


WATERING 


This is probably the most important factor in the profit- 
able culture of any crop. There is just one way to deter- 
mine whether or not water should be supplied and that is 
to dig down 6 or 8 in. in deep beds and examine the soil. 
If it is wet enuf to ball up in the hand, chances are it 
should be let alone. While this comes close to being a hard 
and fast rule, we must also consider the strength and 
health of growth. A raised bed in the fall filled with roots 
and strong heavy growth can hardly be overwatered. On 
the other hand, with temperatures in the 90’s growth is 
not nearly so active as during cool fall weather and water.

must be used accordingly. This is true 
of any cool temperature plant. Cine- 
rarias and Calceolarias sometimes have 
quite a struggle to keep alive during 
mid-summer, but brace up wonderfully 
with cooling weather. While Mums tol- 
erate summer heat better, they too brace 
up with fall weather. Although these 
conditions do not call for much differ- 
ence in watering Mums, the experienced 
grower knows that it means some ad- 
justment. should be made; and every 
grower knows or should know that 
stiff, clayey soil is very much more 
retentive of moisture than a soil filled 
with organic matter and perhaps some 
sand. The difference in their water 
requirements is considerable. We are 
inclined to believe that, generally speak- 
ing, most growers do not use as much 
water as they should with raised bench 
crops. We checked on this in a series of expert- 
ments with Carnations a few years back. One plot 
was given a full watering between each regular watering 
of the house. In other words, this check received 100% 
more than was considered ample, and this was begun with 
planting in July. The result was as interesting as unex- 
pected: Not only did the growth retain its dark color, but 
the crops came on more rapidly and the average stem length 
was about 6 in. ahead of the check, with production in- 
crease about 1 flower per plant. This check was carried on 
for 2 seasons with identical results, the variety Charm 
being used. While we do not believe Mums would toler- 
ate this increase for their nature is different, we do feel 
that raised bed crops in open or light soil will frequently 
stand more water than they get. 


_ SUMMERING MUMS OUTDOORS 


The advantage of planting out in the open to be planted 
indoors: later is that it permits using the greenhouse space 
for another crop that presumably pays. This is sometimes 
done with bunch Mums with a fair degree of success. It 
can be carried out with the big standards if planted in be- 
fore August and mid-season or late varieties used. But if 
the test of cost accounting were put against this method, 
we believe the net would be cut some, perhaps substantially. 
The cost that the greenhouse grower or any other line must 
figure’ most closely today, and especially tomorrow, is 
labor. Every possible labor saving device or crop or method 
must be studied and put into use. In our thinking along 
‘that Jine isn’t it easy, even without figures, to imagine a

cold houses—pipe-frame construction. No ventilators or side walls.

considerable cost difference between planting rooted cut- 
tings direct and summering in the field? Not only does 
the indoor growing entail considerable heavy labor in 
planting them out and bringing them in, but frequently 
the result is not uniformly so good. Such late planting 
tends to make blind growth in quite a few varieties. How- 
ever, we have noted some fair results with this procedure. 
Further, if the indoor space can be used to substantial ad- 
vantage up to August, and if union labor doesn’t have to 
be used, the net might be in the black. We've also seen 
some pretty nicely finished pot plants that were grown in 
the open until early September. If lifted before fall rains 


‘soften them, they brace up and become established in a 


short time. Planting 3 cuttings in a 6 in. pot in June 
produces more uniformly good results, of course, but the 
field plants will not be quite so costly. After all is said 
on this, every grower’s conditions vary. The fellow who 
has made out well with field growing will incline to dis- 
count our experience and ideas and be justified; but gen- 
erally speaking, carrying them over in the field until late 
summer is not conducive to most profitable results. 


SHADING FOR EARLY FLOWERS 


We feel quite safe in saying that the most valuable cul- 
tural discovery for Mum growers is the short day nature 
of these plants. As it applies to the Mum family it means 
that buds can be set at any season thru simulating the fall 
or short days. The fact that bud setting is brought on by 
shortening daylight hours is demonstrated by delaying 
bud setting thru lengthening them with lights, Most val- 
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uable use is made of early flowering thru getting October 
varieties in September; and with pompons or the smaller 
bunching classes this can be done with advantage in an 
outdoor cloth house, for this class is generally hard enuf 
to stand several days of rainy wet weather. The large ones 
are softer, therefore more susceptible to loss thru rot 
under much atmospheric moisture. In fact some large 
October varieties tend to decay or spot during high Sep- 
tember temperatures under greenhouse conditions unless 
atmospheric moisture is controlled. 


As a tule the largest flowering varieties are the softest. 
We have quite successfully grown the large ones in frame 
houses covered with Flex-O-Glass attached to sash that fit 
into the framework of the house and are put in place as 
eatly as the big Mums show color.* The advantages of 
such open structures are full air exposure all summer and 
economy. Both are telling points. Also, these structures 
can be closed in all around to keep out frost in our lati- 
tude. until November, especially if a few 1 inch steam 
pipes are run thru them. We have several such 20 ft. wide 
structures in the 35 ft. wide spaces between our regular 
large houses. This shelter is made to order for locating 
such structures. It should be clear that the production of 
early Pompons outdoors under cloth should be as eco- 
nomically done in the east as on the west coast. And it 
should be equally true that when the big flowers are grown 
in the light structures referred to, the added cost over that 
of the California growers should not exceed, possibly not 
equal, the western grower’s air express cost to eastern 
markets. Don’t forget, too, that the western grower some- 
times loses his crop thru untoward weather conditions. 


Put in a few words, shading for early bud setting and 
flowering of these short day plants consists of shortening 
daylight hours. This is done thru covering them closely 
from around 5 P.M. until 7:00 ‘the next morning. Usually 
black sateen cloth is used, but we have used a sisalkraft 
paper with equal success. During daylight hours the de- 
gree of darkness need not or cannot practically be made 
total, but to get it dark enuf there should be no small 
openings for light to stream in, and the cloth should not 
be too old. The degree of outdoor darkness just before 
total darkness is about right when shade is applied. The 
shade material is supported on the beds with framework 
and wire, the material being unrolled over it thru being 
attached to a round pole in 10 ft. wide sections. Paper 
can only be used on top of the bed. For the sides use cloth 
attached to an upper wire along which it can be pushed 
back and forth by means of rings attached to cloth and 
wire. Where a considerable area is covered, we arrange to 





'Flex-O-Glass is an inexpensive material and in our section can be bought 
locally.

unroll the covering over the whole including walks. This 
makes side covering unnecessary except the outer edges of 
the area, and requires less material. The suggestion has 
been made that the shading material can be made to do 
double duty by applying it at 3 o'clock in the afternoon 
and at dusk moving it to another lot, over which it 1s 
left until 9 o’clock the next morning. According to several 
growers who have tried it, this is not a practical suggestion. 
Work involved in moving the cloth back and forth and 
being certain that no openings for light are left would 
alone make it impractical. Chances are the failures re- 
ported with it were caused by overlooking openings for 
light to stream in due to making the changes. 

Planting for shading should be done 2-3 weeks earlier 
than when flowered normally. This is to insure stem 
length, the production of which of course ceases when buds 
are set. Terminal buds are usually set on pompons in 
3-4 weeks after shading starts. The early or October va- 
rieties might make it in 3 weeks, assuming that the shad- 
ing is heavy enuf and no undue light is streaming thru 
small openings. The effect about such openings will be 
delayed setting. With pompons the shading should be 
continued about 10 days longer for the benefit of the lat- 
erals that appear and set some later than the terminals. 
Buds or the big standards should be about the size of a 
nickel before shading is discontinuéd. Flowers may usually 
be expected with October varieties in 8-9 weeks after shad- 
ing begins; but this will vary some with varieties and sea- 
sons. 

Should applying shade be missed a few times, or if old 
or rather light cloth be used, the only effect will be to de- 
lay bud setting a few days—possibly a week. Also, on a 
rainy evening we prefer to either not apply the shade or 
remove it after dark. This is to avoid the close, high at- 


mospheric humidity that closing them in sets up. Such an_ 


atmosphere sets up ideal conditions for the development

of a form of rot that blackens and destroys the foliage, 
especially about the base of the plants. Should this set 
in, better remove the side cloth at least every evening after 
dark to promote air circulation, but it must be replaced be- 
fore daylight the next morning. 


NEW INSECTICIDES 


Several materials that have come on the market during 
and since the war which we find very effective: 


Sodium Selenate, primarily for control of Mum midge. 
Also very effective against spider, leaf nematode, aphis, and 
some control of thrip. It is applied to soil like fertilizer 
and taken up by plants. Insects are killed by the Selenate 
when they feed on tissue of treated plants. Best form to 
use: ““P-40”, a powder applied to soil 3 Ibs. per 100 sq. ft. 
Treat stock plants soon as established. Treat plants again 
3 weeks after benching; same rate. (P-40 available from 
Plant Products Corp., Blue Point, L. I., N. Y.) 


DDT—Very effective against thrip, also good for leaf 
roller and various other chewing insects. Kills tarnished 
plant bug. Kills Mum midge—as they emerge only, of 
course. There are a very few reports of injury to Mums 
from DDT, but generally OK. Try it out on a small lot 
first. Use Detex at strength recommended on can. (Avail- 
able from Geo. J. Ball, Inc.) 


Aerosol Bombs—The DDT is furnished in a metal 
“bomb” mixed with a gas which is highly. compressed. 
Result is that by opening nozzle on end of the bomb finely 
atomized DDT (in solution) is sprayed out. The Davis 
Co., Terre Haute, Ind. and also Innes-Spieden Co. offer 
5-10 lb. containers. More economical than the 1 Ib. size 
available in filling stations. Also, the DDT in these larger 
bombs is dissolved in a solvent less harmful to plants.

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PINCHING -““TAKING” BUDS 

Pompons: Only way to insure getting the kind of 
spray formation desired year after year is to practice 
so-called “time pinching.” Under the flowering 
schedule (elsewhere in this catalog) will be found 
a definite pinching date for all varieties including a 
pinching date for several shadings on appropriate 
sorts. You must bench early enough (usually several 
weeks) so that plants will be in shape to pinch on 
these dates. For example, to pinch Blazing Gold May 
10 for August 1 flowering, you would have to bench 
in late April. 

It should be added that plants should not be 
pinched on the given date ready or not. Don’t pinch 
until the rooted cutting has made new roots and 
made several inches of new top growth. 

For growers in the southern states, these pinching 
dates should be somewhat later; in Canada a little 
earlier. Your own experience is the best guide. 

Mums: Same pinching procedure applies—and if 
followed, should time disbuds so that final flower bud 
may be properly selected. Generally if grown bud appears 
too soon, pinch a few days later next year. Two stems per 
plant is standard practice for most Mums. 

For those unfamiliar with the terms, disbud Mums pro- 
duce two types of bud clusters: 

a. Crown bud first to appear, consists of a flowering 

bud surrounded by vegetative non-flowering shoots. 

b. Terminal bud appears later. It is a flowering bud sur- 

rounded entirely by other flowering buds. 

Normally an early Mum will send out a crown bud in 
August. If it is removed and the best one of the vegetative 
side shoots left on, this side shoot will later send out a 
terminal bud. Some varieties if benched early will send 
out a second crown bud cluster followed always by the 
terminal bud. 

On early varieties not shaded, the safest rule is to remove 
crown buds that appear up to August 20, allowing the 
strongest side shoot to grow on. If a crown appears shortly 
after that date, it may be left on. Here again, experience 
is the best teacher. Try a few of each variety both ways. If 
crown is to be left, remove all side shoots. If a terminal 
bud is to be left, do likewise. This is called taking the bud. 
Shading will advance these dates correspondingly. 

On mid-season varieties, final flowering buds should 

have been selected by around Sept. 1 to 10; on late va- 
rieties by Oct. 1 to 10. On late varieties, the terminal 
bud is always used. 
_ Definite dates for selecting final buds must be tempered 
by the grower’s experience. The only really dependable 
date for you is the one based on last year’s experience. 
Keep records yourself. Try pinching, taking buds, etc., a 
little later than usual ot early and note results—in writing.

MUMS AS POT PLANTS 


Nothing in pot plants is quite so satisfactory to 
our public as is the Mum in pot plant form. With 
plenty of bracing fall air they become well hardened, 
rarely failing to be satisfactory. Should a few fail to 
sell, the flowers can be cut down and used. Today’s 
method of producing them thru planting 4-5 rooted 
cuttings or good small pot plants in a 5- or 6 in. pot 
in June or early July is more economical than the old 
procedure of starting earlier with an individual early 
started plant and building it up thru much pinching. 
Furthermore, the later start makes for greater com- 
pactness, and this is more than desirable, it is ab- 
solutely necessary in profitable pot plants of any kind, 
particularly Mums. 

Regarding the type of pots used, it must be said 
that a compact nicely shaped plant is better set in 
the shallow pan type than in a regulation deep one. 
Perhaps for the latest planting the shallow ones will 
finish plants in excellent shape; but for the earlier 


sary if they are to be well finished in shallow pots. 
All points considered, better use the deep pots for 
full size plants. For the sake of uniformity when 3 
or 4 plants are used in a pot, it should be some 
better to use started plants in small pots, for there 
might be some irregularity in the way cuttings get away. 
When the plants reach up 6-8 in. we top them back about 
half way down, later thinning the breaks to about the 2 
or 3 strongest. After these breaks get well under way, they 
are again topped and this should be all the topping or; 
pinching they will require; but growths that break out

unduly must, for compactness and shape, be topped. It 
should also be remembered that the July planting will 
not call for as much topping as will the June start. Gen- 
erally one topping will do. Furthermore, the later start 
will, of course, finish more dwarf. Also, cuttings available 
from the earliest topping can be rooted and used for late 
July potting, using 4-5 of them in a 6 in. pan or shallow 
pot. In fact, cuttings of late varieties can be potted late 
as early August. Last season we potted a few Granite 
State cuttings into 4 in. pots in August. With no pinch- 
ing they made quite attractive little specimens with but 
one flower. With the larger flowered kinds that are natur- 
ally not tall there are possibilities. along this line. 


SOIL 


Weather or climatic conditions, that vary everywhere, 
will call for variations of treatment and to meet them suc- 
cessfully the value of some experience comes in. A mod- 
erately heavy soil makes for compactness under all con- 
ditions, and this is helped along by what we should call 
moderately firm potting. This is demonstrated by some tall 
tree growth we have enjoyed in gravel culture, the kind 
we don’t want in pot plants. Along with body, the soil 
should have some organic matter, plus concentrated fertil- 
izer in balanced form. It is hazardous to say just how much 
for, to begin with, the analysis of most soils vary; but 
with plants in good vigorous growth or health we find 
that an occasional top dressing of a small spoonful of 
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ammonium sulphate has a beneficial effect on growth and 
color of foliage. Also, most soils or growth will respond 
to similar applications of such balanced material as Vigoro. 

The best results with Mum pot plants is usually had in 
low, well ventilated houses; but after they become well 
started, or for at least 6 weeks of mid-summer, they can 
be moved outdoors to advantage. Not only does this ex- 
posure make for compactness, but if the watering is 
properly watched the outdoors makes for a harder and 
better character of growth. But chewing insects must be 
anticipated. By late August we like to see them indoors 
where they finish cleaner. The advantage of indoors for 
this can be well afforded with their wholesale price at as 
high as $2.00. Since they require no artificial heat, well 
grown pot plants are profitable; and while they are some- 
thing of a labor crop, most of it is summer work. 

We have already referred to what can be done with pot 
plants by growing them in the open soil outdoors until 
early September. This of course calls for pinching them 
regularly. Their heavy root development sometimes makes 
it difficult to get them into a 6 in. pot without considerable 
disturbance and loss of lower leaves, but by keeping them 
close for some days we have produced fairly good plants 
that probably netted as much as the regular pot grown 
stock. With this plan avoid putting out large plants early 
to start with, for their tendency is to become overgrown. 
We have also lifted and sold early pompons in full flower 
to be planted out where more tender stock was destroyed 
by early frosts. Fall weather conditions are usually cool 
and moist enuf for the plants to stand this transplanting 
pretty well. 


POT PLANT VARIETIES 


In the past small flowering varieties were used almost 
exclusively. Today the largest standards are on the pot 
plant list, the following being popular: Ambassador, Blaz- 
ing Gold, Friendly Rival, Marketeer, Sun Gold and Apri- 
cot Queen. When using such naturally tall growers, all 
the factors that make for compact growth should of course 
be made use of, including the later planting. But ad- 
vantage should be taken of other attractive types, par- 


ticularly the “‘disbuds’”’ and those fine anemones and singles. 


The Caprice, buttons and pompons, seem the least called 
for by today’s pot plant specialists. Probably the nearest 
to making an ideal pot plant is our Granite State. Flower 
size and formy seem combined to make it ideal for this 


purpose. And note the foliage pushed right against the 


flower. 


Rooted Cuttings 


No cultural points under this heading, but there are 


economic ones that should be of interest. There are a

number of questions to this phase of Mum growing that* 
should be faced squarely. The prime one is, what does it 
cost us to produce rooted cuttings? or to get to the point, 
can we produce good cuttings for the price that we can buy 
good cuttings? In counting costs it might profit us to con- 
sider all costs involved. First, we will agree that a well ex- 
posed bed, preferably a raised one, is necessary for the 
stock plants, and that the bed will be occupied for about 
6 months of winter. This fully covers a crop of Stocks 
or Snaps that should return 50-75c per sq. ft. Hard to 
estimate the cost of keeping them clean of insects, but it’s 
something. The time spent getting cuttings in the sand 
and watching them thru the spring months is something 
too, especially since it comes during the most pressing 
months of the year, when some costly details are usually 
overlooked. Most of us lose some cuttings in the sand, 
and that adds some to costs, sometimes substantially. We 
should also consider the difficulty or advantage of having 
all the cuttings needed when we are ready to plant. That 
usually calls for more stock plants than we have. To have 
cuttings rooted—ready to plant when beds are ready is a 
considerable advantage as we have already pointed out. 
With a normal supply of stock plants this is not easily 
accomplished. Usually our planting stock is put in the 
sand at 2-3 different times and is in varying stages. Also, 
it sometimes happens that the most valuable varieties are 
the poorest cutting producers and more ordinary ones the 
freest—something of a natural law that we find in seed 
produced stock. In buying in one’s stock we have the 
advantage of changing to only the best to be had; not 
carrying on old-timers because we have the stock.

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After all the costs and disadvantages are computed, we 
sincerely believe that the grower whose planting is limited 
will be ahead of the game in buying his cuttings. Signifi- 
cant, too, is the fact that the bulk of the rooted Mum cut- 
ting business today is in the big orders of 50 to 100,000 
lots. Some compromise on this question by buying part of 
their requirements early and getting top cuttings from them 
for later planting. This has the advantage of uniform- 
ity in the second planting and of clean stock thruout. 
However you decide to settle this question, the advan- 
tage of early ordering should be appreciated. Not only 
does it give us a chance to prepare for varieties most 
wanted, but early orders stand the best chance of being 
filled complete, as; and when wanted.

Mums Everg Mouth 


It is true we have Roses, Carnations, etc. most every 
month and enjoy them, but Mums are in a different cate- 
gory. They not only seem more fittingly a fall and early 
winter flower, but, for this reason we wonder if our public 
will accept them thru their natural season with the zest 
they now do if they are before them continuously. Further- 
more, flowering them out of season adds something to their 
normal cost, and under high temperatures some large ones, 
as we well know, are soft and tend to rot, and to lose their 
strong color. But some feel that there are pros as well as 
cons to this question. As a novelty in limited quantities they 
may be profitable. Besides, we are anxious to give the public 
whatever it wants and will pay for. In presenting the other 
side, we realize that it should be done by those who are 


all for them all the time. Our colleges are making a valu- 


able contribution to this subject, and their ideas on it 
follow by our “Vic”. 


The Detals 


Even more closely than with fall Mums, you must follow 
the rules of this winter Mum plan—dates, temperature, 
pinching, etc. To bring a bench into flower in mid- 
January, you must: 

a. Bench rooted cuttings: October 1. Cuttings and 
stock plants used must have been given additional light 
to prevent premature buds. We are able to supply cuttings 
“off season” so treated. 

b. Pinch both Mums and Pomps: October 15. Remove 
only growing tip. 


c. Light: from October 1 to November 15, from mid- 
night to 4 A.M. Use 60 watt lamps 6x6 ft., 3 ft. above 
plants. 

d. Temperature: 60 degrees night, 67-70 degrees days. 
Never below 60. 


e. Diseases: Use verticillium free (cultured) stock only. 
Our cuttings are all from cultured strains. Use collodial 
sulfur if mildew appears. 


f. Insects: ¥4 gram sodium selenate per sq. ft. 3 weeks 
after benching (midge). For thrip, roller, use DDT. 


g. Culture: Add nitrogen when soil tests below 15 
ppm; keep phosphates and potassium at medium levels 
Spurway. Keep soil uniformly moist; never above 3 inches 
on Cornell tensiometers. 


This January flowering is the hardest; low sunlight at 
that time washes out many colors. If you succeed in Jan- 
uary very likely you can bring them in any other time. Ken 
Post at Cornell has a fine table giving necessary dates etc. 
for flowering crops during any of the twelve months. 

Here’s the schedule as worked out at Cornell for a 
Mothers’ Day crop; quite different. On these spring plant- 
ings you must light the crop in early stages to hold off 
buds, then as desired flowering date approaches you must 
shade to induce bud formation: 


a. Bench rooted cuttings: January 15. 


b. Apply light: January 15. Same light bulbs etc. as for 
winter crop. Also same requirement on lighting stock 
plants and cuttings prior to benching; otherwise you'll get 
early buds. |

d. Lights off: March 1. 


e. Shade: March 25 until nearly ready to cut. Shade 5 
P.M. to 7 A.M. No pinholes in cloth; better double up on 
old sateen. 


f. Flower first half of May. 


On varieties, generally whites and yellows stand up well 
in mid-winter, whereas bronzes and pinks are apt to fade. 
See our “Grower Talks” for detailed comment on varieties 
(July 1946 and subsequent issues as more information is 
available). 


Those desiring rooted cuttings off season are advised 
to get requirements in early as possible. 


How about California and Florida? Offhand, it would 
seem as tho 60 degree minimum temperature would rule 
out most of the west. Any considerable cold spell will 
interfere with bud setting. Florida would seem more 
favored in this respect; however, the disease problem 
would be aggravated under the high humidity conditions 
of shading. Also, it does go below 60 degrees even in 
Miami—in spite of the Chamber of Commerce! So the west 
and the south are, for the time being, an uncertainty. Mean- 
while, several eastern growers are reported to be making 
off-season plantings for the coming season. Their exper- 
ience will mean a lot. Vie Ball

Our 
propagators are the largest and best equipped to supply 
rooted Mum cuttings; but it must be admitted that 
orders placed early stand the best possible chance of 
being completely cared for. Should you unexpectedly 
require more late in the season, we will do our utmost 
to take the best possible care of you.

Last season Mums probably averaged a higher profit point than in any 
year of their history, and the outlook for the coming season is strong.

50% the last few seasons, mostly rooted; and we could have sold many 
more had labor conditions permitted. There’s a reason for this. Due to 
increasing demand, this business occasioned some disappointments the 
past season that we regret. We can definitely say for the coming year that 
our facilities have been enlarged and that we will again do our utmost to 


meet this ever growing need for good Mum cuttings.
